ADDRESS BY REV. WM. M. TAYLOR, D.D., LL.D. 


In the prosecution of the excavations at 
Pompeii the workmen laid bare an ancient 
spring, the water of which, as soon as it was 
set free, flowed forth as copiously as ever, and 
carried refreshment with it wherever it went. 
For centuries it had been buried beneath the 
ashes of the volcano, but the moment it was 
again uncovered it sent out its stream of bless- 
ing with all its pristine fullness and wholesome 
influence. 

Something like that was the work which 
Martin Luther did for the fountain of truth in 
the Sacred Scriptures. For many generations 
that had been virtually stopped up by the rub- 
bish of tradition and entombed beneath the 
weight of authority, but by his sturdy strength, 
his steady persistence, and his dauntless cour- 
age, he dug it clear again; and it became once 
more, as at the first, the well-head of the river 
of progress among the nations, That is the 
reason why his name marks the beginning of 
a new epoch in history; and why four hundred 

ears after his birth so many nationalities on 

oth sides of the Atlantic are uniting to do 
honour to his memory. There was in him, 
indeed, the might of a unique personality. He 
had a massive intellect, a glowing enthusiasm, 
a tender heart, a strong imagination, a master- 
ful will, a fearless boldness, and a rich fund 
of common sense, all of which found vent in 
a vigorous eloquence and a prolific authorship, 
to which the printing press gave the amplest 
range. But these things alone would not ac- 
count for the place which he holds in the esti- 
mation of Protestants. Other men have been 
his equals in all these respects.. Some have 
been even his superiors; but we do not hold 
such celebrations as this in their honour. There 
have been in every land philosophers, orators, 
statesmen, scholars, poets, who in their own 
departments have surpassed him, and we give 
praise ; but yet no such en-

mention of their names, because each of them 
wrought with agents which had only an earthly 
potency and a restricted range. ; 

It was the merit of Luther that he set free 
the word of God, and because that is a divine 
agent and touches the main springs of individ- 
ual, social, and national life, his influence has 
gone further and struck deeper than that of 
any other man in modern history. Great as 
he unquestionably was, his work was greater 
than himself, because the instrument in his 
hands, as in Paul’s, was that gospel which is 
“the power of God.” Hence the celebration 
of this four hundredth anniversary of his birth 
is fully more a tribute to the Scriptures than 
it is to himself. We honour him not merely 
for what he was, but mainly because he digged 
again the well which for centuries had been 
stopped up. We cherish his memory not simply 
because of the qualities which he manifested in 
his great life-battle, but because by that battle 
he secured for us the liberty to read and in- 
terpret the Bible for ourselves; and so all that 
we owe to it helps to swell our tribute to him. 
We venerate him, but we glorify God in him; 
for he would have been no more to us than 
many other men; not so much perhaps as some 
other men, if he had not unsealed for us the 
fountain of the Scriptures. 

It cannot be out of place, therefore, on an 
occasion like this to specify what those things 
were which Luther found for himself, and pub- 
lished to the world, out of the word of God. 
Others may dwell on the outcome of his work 
in civil and political departments; and some 
may give prominence to the help which he re- 
ceived from the men with whom he was asso- 
ciated; but the “hiding” of his pre-eminent 
and peculiar power lay in the use which he 
made of the Bible. To that, therefore, I shall 
restrict my attention for the present. 

Now at the root of all the rest there lay his 
discovery in the Scriptures of the fullness and 
freeness of salvation for sinners of mankind 
through faith in Jesus Christ. His own per- 
sonal experience gave to that a special precious- 
ness in his eyes. Every one knows with what 
intense earnestness, and with what utter failure, 
he laboured “to establish his own righteous- 
ness.” The story of his convent life needs not 
to be retold here. Nor need I do more than 
allude to the many self-inflicted penances, by 
which he sought to make atonement for his 
sins and commend himself to the favour of the 
Most High. To him, at that time, God seemed 
robed in terror. He had no knowledge of his 
fatherhood, nor any conception of his love. 
The great significance of the work of Christ 
was by him unknown. All these things had 
been concealed from him by the mass of tra- 
ditions by which they had been overlaid. The 
church had eclipsed the Christ whom it was 
her proper business to proclaim to men as the 
Son of Righteousness “with healing in his 
wings ;” and that which should have been light 
in the world had become a cause of darkness. 


‘But when he found in the New Testament that 


pag i the grace of God forgiveness and all 
essings of salvation may be enjoyed by 
every one who chooses ‘through faith to receive 
them, his soul was filled with peace, and he 
felt that a great wrong had been done to him 
and to men Riketes by those who had kept 

. Henceforth it became his one 
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business to tell his fellow sinners that they were 
living under the broad and ample canopy of 
God’s forgiving love, and that all they had to 
do was to open their hearts and let in its 
blessed light upon them. 

From that time forward this truth pervaded 
all his sermons like a fragrant essence. It gave 
their character to all his instructions from the 
professor’s chair. It wrought in him the irre- 
pressible impulse to oppose the sale of indul- 
gences by the graceless Tetzel, and to nail his 
theses to the church door. It inspired the 
hymns which he sang, and the prayers which 
he offered. It filled him with courage in the 
face of danger; and in moments of despond- 
ency, when everything else seemed stricken 
from beneath him, it lifted him again into ex- 
ultation, and gave him the faith-eye that could 
see that “God was in the field when he was 
most invisible.” It seemed to him as he looked 
around, that Pope and cardinals, and bishops 
and priests, had all alike conspired to pfit them- 
selves between men and the light and love of 
God as these are displayed in Christ, and with 
a holy indignation, and a clarion voice, that 
rang through Europe, he exclaimed, “Stand 
out of the world’s sunshine!” Then that ac- 
complished, the sunshine itself did the rest! 
That was the great work of his life, and every- 
thing which he accomplished was but the de- 
velopment of this first discovery. He knew 
not at the time whereunto it would grow; but 
seeing that one truth clearly, he proclaimed it 
with all the fervor of his great soul, and left 
the result with God. 

Nor was it long before he came upon another 
revelation in the Scriptures equally important 
with that to which I have just referred. For 
so soon as he obtained aclear view of the 
infinite sufficiency of the. work of Christ in the 
sinner’s behalf, he saw that he was the only high 
priest of his people, and that all Christians, in 
him, are equally hear to God. Studying the 
New Testament he found written therein, that 
“we have boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus;” that “in him we have 
boldness and access with confidence by the faith 
of him;” and that “by him we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we stand.” Then, 
on the other side, he could read that believers 
generally are “a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, a holy nation, a peculiar people, 
that they should show forth the praises of him 
who hath called them out of darkness into his 
marvellous light,” and the influence of these 
two complementary and co-ordinate truths upon 
him was both profound and far-reaching. When 
he accepted the sole high priesthood of Christ 
the mass ceased for him to be a sacrifice, and 
the Lord’s Supper took its place; the inter- 
cession of Christ superseded that of saints and 
angels,'and showed it to be an insult to his per- 
fection; and the very existence of a distinct 
order of priests, properly so called, was seen 
by him to be not only an encroachment on the 
prerogative of Christ, but an infringement of 
the liberty of the Christian. Up till that time, 
for some centuries at least, the clergy claimed the 
right of eaniag between God and the people, 
and dispensing his favour at their will. * * *— 


But running parallel with the sole high priest- 


hood of Christ, Luther found in the New Testa- 


ment the universal priesthood of Christians, — 
who are all alike ordained to offer, not sacri- 
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fices for sin, but spiritual oblations of thanks- 
giving in praise, in deeds of love and holiness, 
and especially in the presentation of themselves 
and all their energies and actions unto God. 
That doctrine meant for him the consecration 
of common life, and as a natural result he left 
the monastery and ultimately entered into wed- 
lock, thereby elevating the home before the 
eyes of men, and giving in the midst of his 
family that example of domestic happiness 
which has charmed. every reader of his letters 
and his life. Too long the notion had prevailed 
that saintliness could be manifested only in a 
special religious profession which took a man 
out of the world, instead of by the mainten- 
ance of a holy character in the ordinary affairs 
of life; and we owe it very largely to Luther, 
and especially, pethaps, to that marriage which 
so shocked his adversaries, and even surprised 
his friends, that we have come to see a like 
sacredness in all places and occupations and 
relationships, provided we seek in them all to 
serve God with pure hearts fervently. * * * 
These are truisms now which we teach our 
Sunday scholars, but they were discoveries in 
Luther’s time, and strange as it may seem, our 
danger lies in the fact that they may come to 
be neglected just because they are so generally 
and so unquestionably accepted. One: great 
advantage: therefore of a commemoration like 
this is, that it remints the coin which Luther sent 
into circulation, and brings out into distincter 
relief the meaning and importance of the things 
he taught. Would that men heeded this lesson 


_ of the hour! for it would be an untold blessing 


to our city and our land if the sanctity of home- 
life were to be generally recognized, and the 
consecration ‘of business more largely practiced. 
_ But if Luther had found all these things for 
himself in the Scriptures, would they not be 
as serviceable to others as they had been to 
him? Had not all men as good a right to them 
-as he had himself? And could he ever hope 
to hold his ownsagainst his adversaries unless 
the Bible were put into the hands of the peo- 
ple? Thus naturally was he led up to that 
which was the grandest work of his life—the 
translation of the Scriptures into his mother 
tongue. I see it claimed for the Church of 


Rome by one of her dignitaries, now on a visit 


to our land, that she had translated the Scrip- 


tures into‘the language which was the mother | 


tongue of all people of learning.” -But it was 
the merit of Luther that he rendered them into 


the common speech of the unlearned. He had 


able coadjutors in the enterprise: MeJancthon 
was strong in Greek; Cruciger and Pomeranius 
were great in Hebrew, but the German was 
all Luther’s own. Long and earnestly did he 
often wrestle in the effort to make the Hebrew 
prophets speak “ Deutsch,” but at length he 


wn proper work. : 
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grammar, lexicon, and common sense to unfold 
the meaning of the sacred writers. The second 
he illustrated by his own bearing before the 
Diet of Worms, when, in that noblest scene of 
his life, if not of history, since the days of the 
Apostles, he said, “ Except I be convinced with 
clear and undoubted evidence of Holy Scrip- 
ture, and as my conscience is bound by the word 
of God, I cannot and will not recant, because 
it is neither safe nor advisable to act contrary 
to conscience. Here I take my stand. I can do 
no otherwise. God help me. Amen.” * * * * 
Here, too, it was that the work of Luther 
touched and influenced civil liberty. He stood 
for freedom of conscience, and thereby also wi- 
dened the area of liberty in general. He assert- 
ed the equality of all men before God, in Christ, 
and out of that came at length, here and else- 
where, the Declaration of Independence, which 
affirms the equality of all men before human 
law. Had he flinched and recanted like Galileo, 
there would have been no such result. It is to 
the confessor of faith, and not of science, that we 
are indebted for the liberty we now enjoy; and 
if one ask what good the Reformation has effect- 


ed in national life, we point him, in reply, to the | 


difference between Great Britain under Victoria 
and under the Mary who sent Latimer and Rid- 
ley and Cranmer to the stake: may we ask him 
to look around and see its latest fruit in the 
greatness of this free republic? 

It well becomes us, therefore, to do honour to 
the name of Luther. He had his faults, for he 
was human, very human, and he was not always 
true to all the principles on which he so, strong- 
ly insisted. But still, though we cannot forget 
the other great Reformers in Switzerland, in Eng- 
land, and in Scotland, it was to him more than to 


any single individual among them all that we are 


indebted for restoring to the world the long-bur- 
ied treasure of the sacred Scriptures ; and, what- 
ever demagogues may say to the contrary, out of 
that Book have come the influences that have 
made us what we are. The Spaniards took the 
Church with them to their colonies; our fathers 
brought the Book with them to New England, 
and came hither that they might have freedom 
to obey it. This is the open secret of the differ- 
ence between the South American settlements 
and these United States to-day. So let us show 
our veneration for Luther by determining to keep 
the Book, and to keep it where Luther put it—in 
the hands of the people. That is the true safe- 


guard of our freedom; let us say of it as the bar- _ 


ons of Runnymede did of their swords to the 
craven John: “ By this we have obtained our lib- 
erties, and with this we will defend them,” Let 
us seek its general diffusion both at home and 
abroad. Let us, like Luther, insist upon the right 
of all men to read it for themselves. Let us, like 
him, uphold its supremacy in all matters of reli-

Brazit.—Mr. Brown speaks of a colporteur 
who had gone down the coast to Iguape, with 
what he supposed to be a month’s supply of 
Scriptures. In less than a week he had sold 
his entire stock, much to his own surprise. An- 
other time he means to go up the river from 
Iguape toward Xinrica and Iporanga, where he 
hopes for like success. : 


Prru.—Mr. Milne was at Iquique on the 26th 
of November, meaning in a few days to take 
a steamer for Valparaiso. Of a consignment of 
3,000 volumes he had remaining only seventy 
Testaments and 300 Portions, which would soon 
be disposed of. 

At Tacna, notwithstanding the poverty and 
distress caused by the war, there were sold in 
eighteen days 164 Bibles, 79 Testaments, and 
185 Portions, for $193 90. Many persons were 
found who had long wished to obtain the Scrip- 
tures but had not known where to procure them. 
No opposition was encountered either from the 
civil authorities or the clergy, and not an in- 


“stance occurred of a purchaser regretting his 


bargain and desiring to return his book. 

At Arica, a town of 2,000 inhabitants, several 
hundred volumes of Scripture were sold in a 
single week, not in quantities, but by canvass- 
ing from house to house, the largest purchase 
by one person being four Testaments and twelve 
Gospels; his receipts from sales there were $112 
in gold. This was even better than the work 
accomplished in Tacna. The commencement 
thus made upon the Pacific coast is every way 
gratifying.

BOLIVIA. 
Sucre, (CHuquisaca), Sept. 10, 1883. 

My last was dated 31st ult. and informed you 
of our safearrival at this place. On Saturday, 
Ist inst., we called twice at the police office to 
present our passports, so as to have all in readi- 


| ness to begin work on Monday morning, but 


on neither occasion did we find the zztendente

had bought it back again. Several others re- 
tained their Bibles, but many seemed to have 
been despoiled of them, and to be left with 
only the Four Gospels in separate form, ap- 
parently donated to all who purchased Bibles. 

After we had walked a considerable distance 
without meeting a single person who cared to 
look at our books, a young man in one of the 
leading thoroughfares, attracted by the appear- 
ance of the red-edged New Testament, took it 
in his hand and began to examine it. He was 
duly notified that the priests would not ap- 
prove of his having it, but this, instead of dis- 
suasion proved rather an incentive. His ex- 


interest, when one, whom I had met with before, ; 
came forward and said something in Quichua. F 
When told to speak out in Spanish whatever a 
he had to say, one said he was telling them 
that some who had- recently bought New Testa- _ 
ments had to burn them. This occasioned an- é 
other notification that the priests were opposed } 
to the reading of the Bible. ile we were 
engaged in explaining the reason why they were 
opposed to it, a priest passed by, but though he 
took good note of what was going on, he said 
nothing. An old gentleman drew near to see 
what was the occasion of the group that was 
forming. As soon as he saw the books he 
walked off, saying in a loud voice, “Those 
are heretical books; the only Bible that is of © 
any use is Padre Scio’s with notes.” An- 
other gentleman approached and held out his : 
hand for a book. He was handed a Bible, | | 
and told that it contained the entire text of | | 
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to our room, as if they had come to buy books. way the ecclesiastical authority. 


One of them took up a Testament and made 
some remarks about it. Without knowing who 
they were we told them that we had been at 
the police office to show our passports the day 
before, and that the authorities appeared to 
have been alarmed as they had sent us a noti- 
fication to appear at eight a.m., after we had 
made an arrangement with the first officer to 
go atnine. They then told us their errand, and 
seeing that it was our intention to go they had 
nothing further to say. As those who had been 
here before us selling Bibles had slipped through 
their fingers, they probably imagined that we 
would attempt to do the same. 
At nine we presented ourselves, and were 
rs, shown into the iz/endente’s room. In the first 
place I showed him my foreign office passport, 
and then that made out by the Bolivian consul 
at Buenos Ayres, drawing his attention to the 
! fact that that special form was adopted at the 
{| imstance of the Bolivian Plenipotentiary .to the 
Argentine Republic in view of the special nature 
of our mission, and the opposition we were 
likely to encounter on the part of the clergy. 
I also told him that both the present minister, 
and his predecessor, the actual minister of gov- 
ernment at La Paz, had assured us that in the 
prosecution of our work we might rely on pro- 
tection from the civil authorities. He said that 
certain Bibles were prohibited, and that in order 
to know whether or not ours belonged to that 
class, it would be necessary to have them ex- 
amined by the ecclesiastical authorities; that 
so far as our person was concerned, everything 
was in perfect order. I drew from my pocket 
the constitution and read from it, Article 4, 
| “Every man has a right to enter the territory 
_ | of the Republic, remain in it, travel through it, 
and leave it, without any other restrictions than 
‘those established by international law; to la- 
bour and exercise every lawful industry; to pub- 
lish his opinions by the press without censorial 
examination;” and Article 19, “Every man in 
Bolivia enjoys the civil rights, and their exer- 
cise is regulated by civil law.” I then showed 
him the receipt for the duties paid on the books 
at Tupiza, and reminded him that the adminis- 
trator of that custom-house, at the instance of 
the priest, had confiscated some boxes of Bibles 
| but a few months ago—that the act was disap- 
| proved_-of by the superior authorities, and that 
it was in view of that disapproval that our books 
Shas | been passed through and the duties col- 
lected. He saw that we had everything on our 
_ side and were under no obligation to submit to 
ecclesiastical authority. Still, fearing to go con- 
trary to the archbishop, he referred us to the 
_prefecto, to whom he said he would speak of 
| our case, and appointed the hour at half-past

our representation to the minister of govern- 
ment at La Paz. Not knowing what else to 
do, the prefecto said that the clergy had made 
a complaint against us at the police office, and 
that we had better go back there and arrange 
it with the iwdendente. The intendente had left 
and could not be seen till the next morning. In 
order to save time we related to the first officer 
what had occurred, and begged that without 
delay the izfendente should either withdraw his 
order to suspend the sale, or give us in writing 
a formal interdict. 

Next morning by nine A.M. we were back at 
the police office. The znutendente was non- 
plussed, could not understand why his superior 
should send us back to him, read to us some 
extracts from the municipal laws relating to 
obscene literature, which of course had no ap- 
plication, proposed that we should petition the gee," 
prefecto to allow us to sell, but this we could not 
do, as it would have been to petition for what 
the constitution had guaranteed to every man 
in the Republic. We urged the justice of his 
giving us a formal interdict or the withdrawal 
of the verbal order which we had obeyed. He bs 
saw the justice of our claim, and said that in 
any civilized country the difficulty could not have 
taken place. Still fearing to act, he requested 
us to meet him at the prefectina at half-past 
one p.M., but before that hour arrived he sent 
us notice through a friend that we might go 
on selling our books, but to do it secretly. We 
at once resumed our work in the same manner 
as before, and have heard nothing’ more from 
the authorities. Having sold ali our Bibles, 
we made preparation to leave for Colquechaca, 
where we expect to sell in a day or two all ; 
the New Testaments left on hand, and when t 
we presented our passports for annotation they ! 
were dispatched in due form without any ob-— 
servation whatever. i 

We consider that in answer to the prayers of bs 
God’s people, for us and our work, we have [| 
obtained a triumph over clerical opposition, and og, 
that from this time forth there will be no more 
obstacles placed in the way of Bible distribution eae. 
by the civil authorities of Sucre. Our experi- [| 
ence has uniformly been that it is best to face , 
the civil authorities from the first, and thus win 
.them to our side. We never made any secret | | 
of it that our books were prohibited by the | 
clergy, and yet we have sold every Bible we — 
brought with us, and I judge could have dis- — 
posed of as many more if we had had them. ~ 
Of all the books we have sold we are not | 
aware that a single copy has been destroyed 
in Sucre, and only one person wished us to 
take back the books. This was a woman, who 
had bought a Bible and two New Testamen 
of Sefior Pensoti two days ago; she sent back | 
by a servan!-man the Bible and one Testament, © 
on the pretext that.the archbishop had said | 
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Pensoti told the man to say to his mistress that 
he would call at the house after breakfast. 
Accordingly Sefior Pensoti made the call, and 
in the presence of seven or eight persons, asked 
what was the matter with the books. All the 
answer she had to give was that the clergy 


- said’ that it was not authorized, and therefore 


was of no use. Sefior Pensoti read to her a 
number of passages, and explained to her that 
it was not for the sake of the money that we 
did not wish to take it back, but for the pain 
that it caused to take from a {fellow creature the 
lamp of life and leave him in the dark. So 
deeply was she impressed with what had been 
said, that when he rose to depart, not only 
had she resolved to keep the books but she 
sprang to her feet and embraced him. I men- 
tion this case to illustrate the deep feelings of 
the Bolivians in religious matters, and what an 
open door there is for evangelization, even 
despite the fact that there is no religious tol- 
eration. We have strong confidence that the 
leaven of the gospel we have left at the differ- 
ent places we have visited in this journey will 
soon make itself felt through the whole mass. 

We are now in readiness to leave for Colque- 
chaca, about a hundred miles to the west, but 
are detained for the lack of an animal till to- 
morrow. Colquechaca does not appear on any 
map that I have seen, but it is near to Aulla- 
gas, about half way from Sucre to Poopo. The 
town is said to be situated at the same level 
above the sea as the peak of Potosi, 17,092 feet.

MEXICO, 

Rev. J. D. Eaton, of Chihuahua, writes that 
during his absence from home in the autumn, 
the Christian woman who, with her husband, 
was left in charge of his house, sold fifteen or 
twenty Bibles and Portions of Scripture, and 
said on the evening of his return, “I have very 


_ good news for you, sir.’ It was that an earn-

A communication from the Rev. John C. Hill 
presents a brief sketch of a layman, Mr. Fred- 5 
erick Crowe, who, more than forty years ago, a 
broke the spell of bigotry which had existed “4 
for three centuries in Guatemala. He entered ee 
the country as a school-teacher in the employ- 
ment of an English emigration company, it being 
understood that he should also attend to the 
spiritual wants of the colonists. The charter 
granted by the government secured the fullest 
religious liberties to the colonists, both Spanish | 
and English, and freedom to introduce the Bible 
without inquisitorial examination. In a few 
months Mr. Crowe began to read the Scriptures | 
to the people, and within two years public serv- — 
ices were held in Spanish in the town-hall. At — 
that time he was regularly supplied with Bibles’ }| 
and Testaments for distribution.

Wingerter told me they came across many per- 
sons and families who had already renounced 
Catholicism and were strongly interested in the 
gospel, through the instrumentality of the books 
distributed by Tonelli. He is a fine-looking, eld- 
_]| erly man, with a quiet earnestness in his con- 
versation that is somewhat rare to encounter in 
| this country. He made this last trip with no 
_ expectation of receiving any wages, but for a love 
of the gospel, and a desire to talk to the people 
about Christ and their salvation. 
~ Some of the incidents of this trip, which occu- 
_ pied them eighteen weeks going and coming, are 
as follows: They had intended to canvass the 
- small town of Cajart, but before reaching it were 
informed that the smallpox had nearly devas- 
tated the place. When they passed there, the 
r> village, which only a short time before had about 
200 inhabitants, was nearly if not entirely deso- 
late. Before reaching Matto-Grosso, the next 
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large places in the vicinity, it may be judged 
what an effort the people make to attend. Gam- 
bling and licentiousness are the principal charac- 
teristics of the whole religious performance. 

Between Bagagem and Catalao, they put up 
for the night at a house where there were about 
forty men, who had come to help the owner clear 
off a tract of forest to*plant corn. Out of this 
number only three could read; but Wingerter 
and Tonelli talked with them about the Bible 
and their salvation until midnight, and in the 
morning sold a Bible and some Portions to those 
who could read. The owner of the house said 
he had a Bible some time ago, but the bishop 
had sent the padre to him to tell him to burn it 
without delay. At Catalao,a man who bought a 
Bible was publicly denounced by the padre as 
a libertine, because he had renounced faith in 
images and the mass. The man said he could 
endure that, and proposed to train his children 
by the truth as it was in the word of God. 

In the wretched little town of Santo Antonio 
do Rio Verde, they found the padre gambling, 
with his bottle close at hand. He opened one 
of the Bibles, and seeing what it was handed it 
back, saying that he did not want the people to 
have it, for if they read it they would see for 
themselves what condition they were in. His 
only hostility to the Bible was from the fear he 
had lest it should deprive him of his support. 
He gave the men some sugar and meat, but 
advised them to keep the Bibles in their sad- 
dlebags. 

From this parish to Paracatu required five days 
of travel, and they passed but four houses. Three 

_ nights they spent in the open campo. They were 
_ in Paracatu two weeks, letting their animals rest 
and selling a good many books. August 15th the 
padre preached against them most vehemently, 
calling them representatives of infernal sects, and 
beseeching his hearers to have nothing to do with 
them. He said, that as Christ and the Holy 
Spirit were always ready to do whatever the Vir- 
_ gin Mary told them, they (the people) had only to 
| cling to her and they would be protected from 
_ the heretics. A religious procession took place 
that day, and Wingerter and Tonelli succeeded 
in selling fifteen Testaments to those taking part 
init. The postmaster of Paracatu is a believer 
and did much to aid the colporteurs. He sends 
} many tracts and even Testaments and Portions, 
} at his own expense, through the mails.

. REPORT OF NATIVE COLPORTEURS UNDER THE SUPER- 
INTENDENCE OF W. A. WILLS, SHANGHAT. 


The third quarter in the year is perhaps the 
| most trying of the four, owing to the heat of July 
} and August, followed by the sickly month of 
September. We are thankful to report, through 
God’s mercy, all our men have been spared; yet 
most have been laid aside for a season. The 

_ first two months we had eight men, and the last 
} month nine, representing twenty-five months of 
| service. These men have visited 393 different 
_ places, 5,050 junks, and 178 foreign steamers car- 

| rying native passengers, travelling 4,464 miles. 
_ They sold two Bibles, twelve Testaments, and 
_ 12,033 Portions, and gave away 118 Portions; 
_ making the total of their disbursements for the 
- | quarter, 12,165 volumes. The following extracts 
| from their reports and letters will help to show 
| how these men have laboured, and what encour- 
] agements and discouragements they are con- 
| stantly meeting: 4 ; ; 
| Mr. Vong, writing from Hangchau, says: “I 
_ have travelled in Cu-Kyi and district cities, and 
| sold 403 copies of Scripture, during the month. 
| At the town called Nyi-u the people cannot read, 
} but were very willing to listen as I preached 
- to them from the word of God. Many of these 
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me, and said he would kill me if I did not go. I 
was obliged to run away from the place, he was 
so enraged.” 

Mr. ‘ing also writes from Sheohying. He 
said: “I went to a mountain called Bah-hwu- 
scew to sell books. A man there listened atten- 
tively and asked about the gospel; another liv- 
ing there also inquired earnestly about the mean- 
ing of these books and bought several copies. I 
hope théy will come to Jesus, but many in the 
place try to hinder them, saying much that is bad 
and false about the true Christian religion.” 

Mr. Yiang writes from Ningpo: “Dear Mr. 
Wills, I am so thankful for the pleasant visit I 
spent with you at Shanghai and your encouraging 
words. I have had much peace and joy in sell- 
ing Scriptures since, because God helped me. I 
met a Roman Catholic, who bought a copy of 
Luke’s Gospel. He very carefully read and re- 
read it, and desires to become a Christian. I am 
glad to say he comes now every Sunday to Mr. 
Galpin’s chapel to hear the gospel.” , 

Mr. Hying, writing from Sheohying, says: “In 
my travels | met a Buddhist priest. He bought 
five copies of the Gospels and listened to my 
preaching; ten others stood with him to listen. 
[ think this priest believes in Jesus, but at present 
is afraid to confess before men. In another place 
I met four scribes, who hated ‘Jesus books,’ as 
they call them. They cursed and beat me, but 
I got away.” 

Mr. Zi writes from Ningpo: “I travelled to 
Cing-he and Z-kyi, passing through many towns 
and villages, selling all the way—following the 
method you taught us when at Shanghai last 
month. I sold 478 volumes, and talked to some 
in the streets, some in their homes, and some at 
the inns where I stayed at night. At one place 


several soldiers and military officers bought — 


books, and invited me in the barrack to preach.” 

From Mr. Wong, who spent a month with me 
during the summer on the steamers and native 
junks, we have the following interesting account: © 
“ At Nyi-u-Him, too men heard me preach; rext 
day more than 200 men and women came to 
listen, and I sold to them 1co books. Altogether, | 
this month, I have sold 655 copies of the word 
of God. Thank our Heavenly Father with me.” .

This is 
the oldest auxiliary north of the Illinois River, 
and one of the staunch societies, always on hand, 
and ready to work and to give. The fifty-sec- 
ond anniversary of this auxiliary was held in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Galena, Sabbath 
evening, Nov. 18th. The occasion was one of 
great interest. Addresses were made by Rev. 
A.C. Smith, pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Rev. C. W. Crall, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and by the pastor of 
the Lutheran Church, by the pastor of the Ger- 
man Presbyterian Church, and by your Superin- 
tendent. The reports were good and a dona- 
tion will be made to the Parent Society. 

The balance of the month was spent in visit- 
ing auxiliaries in Illinois and Northern Indiana. 
Among those visited in Illinois were Freeport 
and Woodstock. The work in McHenry County 
is being put in shape, and the county will prob- 
ably be canvassed soon. South Bend and Mich- 
igan City, in Northern Indiana, were visited, and 
the outlook is favourable in both places. Upon 
the whole, the survey made during the month 
has been encouraging. Many warm friends of 
the cause have been met and consulted, and plans 
have been laid for future work. We have no 
reason to be disheartened; the Bible cause is not 
ignored or forgotten by any means. Our col- 
porteur work is bringing it to the front, and com- 
mending it anew to many who had almost lost 
sight of it. There will most likely be a great 
impulse given to the cause in the near future. 


IOWA. 

We have now entirely finished the canvass of 
ten counties since the beginning of this fiscal 
year. We hope this month to finish five more. 
We expect to finish entirely six more counties by 
March 3ist, 1884, and that will give a total of 
twenty-one counties this year. It is a very diffi- 
cult work, and our men in the field have great 
trials. Most of the families in this State are poor, 
and many of them very poor. A large propor- 
tion of those who have means have little interest 
in religious movements.

The Westchester County Bible Society held_

printing and postage. The balance on hand is 
$1,475 96, $1,000 of which the treasurer was 
directed to pay at once to the American Bible 
Society; $475 96 is retained for the present in 
the treasury to meet the current expenses of 
printing and Bible distribution within our own 
borders.

Mr. Loomis, in Japan, reports 
that the sales of the entire New Testament 
almost equal those of separate Portions. Dr. 
Isaac G. Bliss had reached London on the 18th 
of December. Mr. Whipple, in Persia, on the 
19th of November, was just commencing a tour 
in which he expected to travel a thousand 
miles on horseback. A report was received 
from Rev. Mr. Erikson, of Bible distribution 
through the Methodist Mission in Sweden. 

Grants of books were made by the Board, for 
sale and distribution at home and abroad and 
for colportage, to the value of about $8,700, and 
funds to the amount of $2,222 26. 

Two Bible societies were recommended as 
auxiliaries in Kansas, one in Texas, and one in 
Nebraska. 

The total receipts for December were $67,132 43, 
and 120,445 volumes were issued from the Bible 
House during the same period.
